From this moment Abner meditated an union 
with David ;—The preliminaries being ſettled, he 
promiſed fair to be an important acquiſition in the

cherouſly murdered by Joab, a chief officer in David's 
army, becauſe Abner, in the a& of defending him- 
ſelf, had ſometime before killed Aſahel, Joab's 
brother !— | 


The whole narrative partakes ſo much of the tra- 
gically ſublime, that no apology is neceſſary in laying 
it before a chriſtian aſſembly in its own mpreſſivs

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Verſe 28. And afterward when David heard it, 
(i. e. of Abner's death and the circumſtances accom- 
panying the ſame), he faid, I and my kingdom are 
' guiltleſs before the Lord forever from the blood. of Ab- 
ner, the fon of Ner : Let it reſt on the head of Joab, 


and on all his father”s houſe ; ; aud let there not fail 


from the houſe of Joab one that hath an iſſue, or that is a 
leper, or that leaneth on a ſtaff, or that falleth on the 
ſword, or that lacketh bread." So Foab and Abiſhai his 


brother flew Abner, becauſe he had ſlain their brother 


Aſabel at Gibeon in the battle. And David ſaid to 
Joab, and to all the people that were with him, Rendl 
your clothes, and gird you with ſackcloth, and mourn 
before Abner. © And king David himſelf followed the 
bier. And they buried Abner in Hebron: and the king 
lifted up his voice, and wept at the grave of Abner; 
and all the people wept. And the king lamented aver 
Abner, and ſaid, Died Abner as a fool dieth ? Thy 
hands were not bound, nor thy feet put into fetters : as 
a man falleth before wicked men, ſo. felleſt thou.

With what peculiar force, my brethren, = this 
queſtion apply to the great and good man, whoſe | 
death—ye have on this day met together, for the 
purpoſe of improving in a ſpiritual manner—and to 
whoſe memory, we would attempt to render that tris. 
bute of reſpe&, which is due to eminent worth and 
uſefulneſs in the church of Chriſt !— 


The practice of thus honouring and praiſing the 
great, the deſerving, or the pious dead, is ſanctioned 
both by the old and new Teſtament, | 


In addition to the affecting inſtance already enlarg- 
ed upon; we find David in another place lamenting 
over Saul and Jonathan.— When he received intelli- 
gence of their deaths, He took hold. on his clothes and 
rent them; and likewiſe all the men that were with 
bim. And they mourned and wept, and faſted until 
even, for Saul and for Jonathan his ſon, and for the 

people of the Lord, and for the hauſe of Iſrael ; becauſe 
they were fallen by the ſword. *—Verle 17. And Das 
vid lamented with this lamentation over Saul and over 

Jonathan his ſon. —

ces: how are the mighty fallen! Tell it not in Gath, 
publiſh it not in the ſtreets of Aſkelon ; leſt the 
daughters of the Philiſtines rejoice, left the daughters 
of the pncircumciſed triumph.

I am diſtreffed for thee, my 
brother Jonathan; very pleaſant haſt thou been unto 
me: thy love to me was wonderful, paſſing the love 
of women. How are the wighty fallen, and the 
Weapons of war periſhed!

me to tell of Gideon, and of Barak, and of Sampſon, 
and of Jephthe ; of David alſo, and Samuel, and of

* On Thurſday evening the 31ſt of December laſt, 
| departed this life at Hopewell, Hunterdon county, 
New-Jerſey, the Rev. Mr. OLIVER Hart, in the 
73d year of his age, —Agreeably to his particular re- 
queſt, his remains were conveyed to Southampton, 
Bucks county, Pennſylvania, where they were interred 
on the Lord's Day following, attended by weeping 


relatives, and a numerous code of Weng 
friends. 


This venerable Clergyman was Paſtor of the Bap- 
tiſt Church in Charleſton, South Carolina, for thirty 
years. —Owing to his warm and perſevering attach- 
ment to the cauſe of American liberty and indepen- 
dene, he was obliged ir in 1780 toquit that city ; after

in Hopewell, New. Jerſey, where ho continued till Kit 
death! 


« His = cory oi in the political and religious world 
is too well known to ſtand in need of deſcription,— 
The endowments of his mind; his early and unaffected 
piety; his abilities as a Theologian and Miniſter of the 
Sanctuary; thc regularity of his whole life; his domes 
ſtic virtues, and univerſal philanthropy, would afford 
ample foundation for a newſpaper eulogium. 


He bore a long and tedious confinement with 
exemplary patience, becoming reſignation, and to the 
laſt was ſtrong in faith, giving glory to GOD, 


« Mark the perfect man and Behold the upright, 
for the end of that man is peace.“ 


This account kak ſufficiently long for a deut 
paper, yet is by far too ſhort for a ſermon. 


The preacher feels his inability even to ſketch the 
various and conſtantly increaſing excellencies of ſo 
great and good a man, during his pilgrimage on 
earth. —His defire is however to give fuch a narrative 
of the Deceafed, as may to generations yet unborn, 
communicate ſome knowledge of ſuch a e and 
ſhining Light! f 


The Rev. Ma. HART was born in Warminſter 
Townſhip, Bucks County, dap! teeny a on July the 


5th 1723.

. He made a public profeſſion of Religion at South- 
ampton and was received as a member of the Church 
in that place in the 18th year of his age; having been 
previouſly baptized by the Rev. Mr. Jenxin Jones. 


In 1746 he began to preach a crucified Jeſus and 
was ordained to the great work of the miniſtry Oct. 
18th 1749, at Southampton likewiſe. The fame year 
he went to Charleſton, South Carolina, where he con- 
tinued, as you have already heard, Paſtor of the Bap- 
tiſt Church in that city for 30 years: In the month 
of February, 1780, owing to his warm attachment 
to the American Revolution, it was thought adviſea- 
ble that he ſhould leave Charleſton, as the Britiſh 
troops were preparing to lay ſiege to it— hearing of 
its ſurrender, he journeyed towards his native ſoil, 

and in December following, in conſequence of the 
warmeſt ſolicitations, he took the overſight of this 
Church, from whence, in his paſtoral capacity, he 
removed not, till he was removed to glor . 


Mr. Hart was twice married; his firſt wife was 
Miſs Sarah Brees, by whom he had eight children, 
all of whom are dead, excepting two, and thele are 
members of the Church in Charleſton, now under the 
care of the Rev. Mr. RICHARD Fukman.,—His 
| ſecond wife, the mourning widow who is preſent with 
us, paying this laſt public tribute of conjugal affec- 
tion to the memory of a dear and beloved huiband, 
was Mrs. Anne Grimball, relict of Mr. Charles Grim- 
ball, of. South Carolina, by whom he had two ſons z 
the firſt died young, the other is {till alive, and 
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bears 1 name of William Rogers Hart, given him 
as a teſtimony of that cordial affection which ſubſiſted 


between the deceaſed, and the perſon who is now 
addreſſing you.

HarT's have appeared in print which do honour 
to his pen and his heart, viz. Dancing Exploded ; 


A Funeral Diſcourſe occaſioned by the death of the 
Rev. Mr. William Tennent ;* The Chriſtian Temple; 
A Circular Letter on Chriſt's Mediatorial Character; 
America's Remembrancer; and A Goſpel Church 
. portrayed.---Beſides theſe, he has left in manuſcript 
many valuable diſcourſes on public and common o6- 
caſions, excluſive of other writings—A variety of 
his papers on different ſubje&s, which he ſet. great 
ſtore by as he often told me, together with a num- 
ber of his beſt books, were deſtroyed by the Britiſh 
army when they over-ran the ſouthern ſtates. —He 
had a conſiderable turn for Poetry, though ſo modeſt, 

that but few of his moſt intimate friends knew he 
pooſſeſſed this talent; a large book of Poems, princi- 
pally of his own compoſition, was loſtin Charleſton ;— 
as a ſpecimen of his poetic talent, the following ver- 
ſes were handed me by his reſpected Widow, they were 
penned when his trials were exceedingly great.
